We are hardly grown up until 
we become complete masters of our­ 
selves.

Tile way a person handles himself, 
especially under difficulties, is evi­ 
dence of his growth and power of 
diam eter. #The full-grown man or 
woman Ls at once trusted and re­ 
spected. He is of the sort that the 
elder J. P. Morgan once stated was 
the best risk—even to the extent 
of loaning him a million dollars— 
upon no further security than his 
character alone. 
There are full-grown folks at tile 
age of twenty, and those at the age 
of seventy still stunted and only 
partly grown. Growth Is a m atter of 
mind and heart, never merely of 
body. Our great resources are w ith­ 
in us. From them we must con­ 
stantly draw. When the poet W. E. 
Henley stated in his famous poem 
“Invictus,” “I am the Master of my 
fate; I am the Captain of my soul,” 
he advertised to the world that he 
was full grown!

He thought it more 
likely that a foreign enemy would 
“send out a dozen or so submarines 
and atom-bomb our eastern coastal 
cities from scattered positions hun­ 
dreds of miles out in the Atlantic.” 
Swift Retaliation 
Rockets earning atomic warheads 
could be fired even while the sub­ 
marines were submerged, he added. 
"But our retaliation would be 
swift, unavoidable by the enemy, and 
more damaging—if we keep our 
strength,” said Barbey.

The XS-1, with 23-year-old pilot 
Chalmers 'S lick> Goodlin, New Al­ 
exandria. Pa., at tile controls, was 
cut loose from the belly of a B-29 
bomber over Muroe army air base 
Monday. Seconds after 
America’s 
first rocket-propelled plane dropped 
away from the big bomber. Goodlin 
turned on the power, and the craft 
darted away with a momentum which 
the former navy pilot compared to 
the thrust from a catapult aboard 
a carrier 
laiafed at 500 Mph 
The plane Is designed to fly at 
1.700 miles an hour, but Goodlin 
made no attempt to step it up that 
high. He loafed along at a mere 550. 
using first one cylinder, then two, 
and Anally—for only a few seconds— 
all four. 
The plane was cut loose at 25,000 
feet. Goodlin climbed under his own 
power to 35,000. Diving, banking and 
climbing, he flew for 19 minutes, 
not quite seven under power, and 
made a perfect landing with his 
fuelless engine idle. 
The engine burns ethyl alcohol, 
oxidized by liquid oxygen. It Is un­ 
believably small to generate such 
a tremendous thrust. Without fuel it 
weights only 210 pounds, and its 
overall length is 56 inches. The plane 
itself is smaller than the average 
fighter, measuring 31 feet from tail 
to tip. with a wing span of only 28 
feet.
